Hat divers learnea and civill men have been much importuned, 
and ſome of them ſeduced ( under pretence of maintaining the 
old Prelacy and Litttrgy) to enter into a kinde of (onfederacy 
with Doftor Fell, and his Delegates, to oppoſe all Reformers both the 
Parliament, and Viſitours, and hinder a juſt and neceſsary Reforma- 
tion, Y Ve doe not deny that ſome of us are exerciſed with doubts, but 
we deſcre to communicate our iþeciall ſcruples to you in an bumble and 
private way; Ve will not conFpire together to excuſe the errours,and 
ontrages of other men, who are as yet (to the great diſhonour and pre- 
judice of our Common» Mother the Pniver ity) of the ſame body with us, 
VPe conſider that to oppoſe you our much honour d Viſitours, is to re- 
bell. qgainſt the Houſes: to maintaine Prelacy is to uphold Tyranny: 
and to contend for the Common-Prayer-Booke is to contend for a falſe 
Tranſlation of the ( ationicall Scriptures, to magnifie thoſe bookes that 
are not Canonicell, and juſtifie the ( ourt of Rome, not onely in admit. 
tins dangerous ( eremonies to corrupt the purity, but in ſubmitting to 
the Roman Order, which would overthrow the piety of our (ommon 
and publique ſervice. ; : 
'PVe arebold therefqpe to remonſtrate that whatever is propounded 
: and delivered by the;pretended Delegates aforeſaid, as the ſence of 
the whole Vniverſity contrary to. this Petition, is contrary both. to our 
ſence and conſciences ; And our humble requeſt is, that you judge not 
of this Vniverſity by the rage and confederaty of. ſome Malignants in 
it, who would endanger the whole body to ſave themſelves, and have 
therefore conſpired to ſet up this Delegacy to ſeduce and corrupt the un- 
- ſetled, to oppoſe the Viſetation, and hinder the Reformation of this 
place. Be pleaſed to command every man to plead his owne cauſe,and 
ſpeake for bimſelfe, onely puniſh the Heads and Ringleagers of this 
Rebellious conſpiracy, and pardon all ſeduced Schollers, who upon bets 4 
ter information, and more.mature deliberation, ſhew that they bave er- 
red out of meere ſimplicity, and doe not hate to be reformed.

mons aſſembled in Parliament do declare, that the Cathedrall Church aud (olledge 
of Chriſt- Church i» Oxtord, with the Deane, Prebendarics, Students, Schollerr,and 
O fficers thereanto belonging ,are within the words and intention of the ſaid Ordinance 
to all intents and purpoſes : and it # further ordaixed, that the Viſutours thereto ap- 
pointed, or any foe or more of them ſhall bave full power and authority to tendey and 
adminiſter the ſolemne Leagae and Covenant and negative Oath, 10 all and exery the 
Governonrs, Profeſſonrs,Graduates, Maſters, Fellowes, Schollers, Students, & Officers 
of the ſaid Univerſity, and of the reſpeftive Halls and Colledges therein, and to ſend 
for, examine and peruſe all and every their Bookes and Statutes, Regiſters, Journals, 
Bookes of Entries, Accounts, Orders, Writing t,wbich concerne the goverment or af= 
faires of the ſaid Univer ſity,or refþeftive Colledges and Halls, and to ſend for in cy» 
ſfady and commit to priſon all ſuch perſons, who after the perſona! ſummons ſhall con. 
temptuonſly reſuſe to produce and deliver th: [ame, or any of they to the ſaid Vip. 
tours, or not ſhew ſufficient cauſe of their not producing then, or any of them resþe- 
ftrvely, wnill they ſhall be accordingly produced, and delivered, ard likewiſe all ſuch 
Maſters, Profeffors, Fellowes Schollers,Students,and O fſicers of the [aid Univerſity. 
C:ledges, Halls, og any of themrefjeAively who dur ing the ſaid Viſitation ſhall after 
a ſecond perſonall 71mmons wilfully neg let or refuſe to appeare before them, and al[s

'Snquiruble or puniſhable by the ſaid Ordinances : and Oliver S*. John Hu Majefties 
Sollicitour generall us hereby required and authorized to draw wp and prepars 4 Come 
miſſion, and diref the ſame unto the ſaid Viſitours for viſiting the ſaid Univerſity, 
Colledger,and Hallt,and every of themrefþeAively,and the refpeflive Governogrs, 
Maſters, Profeſſours, Schollers, Students, Officers and Members in as large and 
ample manner as inthe ſaid Ordinance, and thu preſent Ordinance u preſcribed with« 
out axy further warrant, and that the C dimers of the great Seale of England, 
ſoall have authority hereby to paſſe the ſaid Commiſſion under the great Seale accor= 
dingly, end the ſaid Viſitonrs and every of them ſhall be prozeBed and ſaved harme« 
lefſe by authority of this preſeut Parliament againſt all perſon: for whatſoever they 
ſoall aft or execute in purſuance of the ſaid Ordinances, and the ſaid Viſitonrs or any 
five or more of them ſpall have power 10 oppoint a Regiſter, and ſuch other Officers as 
are nece(ſary to be imployed inthe ſaid V of ation , who ſhall receive ſuch recompence 
and Salary for their paines therein, and ont of ſuch money as the ftanding Committee 
of Lords and ('ommons ſhall thinke meet, and all Sheriffes, Mayorr,and other Officers, 
are bercby required to be aiding and aſſifting to the ſaid Viftowrs, or any five or niore
